Concerning Political Banks. 


Philadelphia is now furnishing an 


example of the pernicious effects of 
bank dabbling in politics. 
It is the 


pernicious effect upon the bank itself, 
its stockholders and customers, that 
this Philadelphia case most clearly 
shows. 
The political bank, however, 


inflicts quite as much harm as it 
suiters, 
and the political evils' it 


causes are more serious .than the 
financial hurt which often, though 
not invariably, results to those inter- 
ested in the bank. The corruption of 
brie franchise by coercion or by flat 
bribery is a common place of political 
banking. 


The failure of: the People's Bank in 


Philadelphia and the suicide of its 
cashier came before the 
distrust 


created by the collapse of the Che&t- 
nut Street bank has been allayed. In 
this disaster as in that the trail ofthe 
politician controlling or controlled by 
the bank is over all. The name of 
that eminent "sound money Demo- 
crat," W. M. Singerly, lately de- 
ceased, figured heavily in the second 
scandal. 
Quay is in it, too, deep'as 


the size of the trough would permit.' 
The dead cashier was Quay's financial 
agent in Phiadllphia. _The funds for 
the last Quay campaign were raised 
between this bank and the Chestnut 
Street National — also 
bankrupt. 


"Time was," says the Journal's cor- 
respondent in Philadelphia, "when 
the, financial transactions of nearly 
every man of political prominence in 
the city were attended to by the Peo- 
ple's bank."

A Brief Outline of the Life and Work 


of George Muller, the Famous 


Philanthrope Jt.

Orphans' Frioncl." Eelow is given 
an abstract of the lecture: 


"Sixty-four years ago, in the city 


of my birth, Bristol, 'England, a 
tfoung man fresh from the university 
and from the altar of sacrifice, began 
a work whose fame today is as broad 
as the world. As witli all great re- 
forms of the centuries, it was the out- 
come of a thought. He said: 'I saw 
the misery of little '. children bereft o£ 
both parents arid knew that in the 
majority of cases their only refuge 
was in the poor-house. My heart was 
jilled with pity and compassion, and 
a voice within me said to pray.' 
He 


prayed, and the outcome was the 
establishment of a 'home for about 
thirty 
orphans. 
This 
home was 


founded with one great 
object 
in 


view, and upon two great principles. 
The object was to show to the world 
that God answered prayer. The prin- 
ciples were:' First, that -no appeal 
whatever should be made to anyone, 
save Heaven, for funds, and secondly, 
that no debt should be contracted or 
credit asked for support. This was 
in 183li. In 1837 another house was 
secured and in 18H8 and 1843 a second 
and third were erected, there being 
126 children then .provided 
with 


homes. In 1848 an important de- 
parture was decided upon. 
A dona- 


tion of $&,000 was given to him for a 
new building, followed by another 
$5,000, which paved the way for the 
transfer 
of the orphanage to the 


present site. A field of 18^ acres 
was secured in a location, overlooking 
the, city, and the work of putting up 
the first house was begun for 300 
children,, which was soon filled 
to 


overflowing. Additions were made in 
1857, 1862,1865, 1868 and 1870 for the 
accommodate jn of nearly 4,000 chil- 
dren. It is estimated that $7,500,- 
000 have been expended on these sev- 
eral buildings ;in:l that -the average 
cost of supporting the inmates is a 
little less than $500 per day. All this 
has been secured without a personal 
request to anyone. I've heard mother 
relate how twice the 3,000 children 
under his care had no breakfast in 
sight and how in the night he prayed 
and before morning ample provisions 
were received. Once when riot a 
penny was left for school and he had 
been praying for weeks, contributions 
came fromlndia, Africa, America, China 
and Queensland, also coupons ofthc city 
of Ottawa and Columbia gas coupons. 
Said George Muller only "a few months 
ago: 
M've never appealed for money 


and you cannot find in the old world 
a single person who lias been ap- 
pealed to on behalf of my work. 
My 


object 1'or over fifty years has been to 
show to the world that, even in the 
nineteenth century prayer and a faith 
prevail.' 
About twenty years ago 


the question was asked, 'What wouid 
become of the institution if Gco. Mul- 
Icrdicd?' And to prove that God would 
curry on his own work he begad mis- 
sionary tours over the world that 
practically kept him away 'rom the 
work until three years ago, when he 
returned old and feeble. Three weeks 
ago he was found cold in death at his 
bedside in the morning, whore he 
had probably been praying. Three 
thousand children turned out at his 
luneral and his remains were buried 
in Arno's Vale cemetery. And amid 
tears til is veteran of- Hie cross, this 
man with a mother' s heart, was laid 
to rest. 
;is they said "Good night, 


dear father, whoa next, we meet — this 
v mother' and his 
orphan bairns — it 


will be a glad good morning, and 
after that morning there will lie no 
night."
